Fresh fears 
over fending 
for bypass

UNCERTAINTY once again surrounds 
Ely's long-awaited Southern Bypass 
because of a “clear northern bias” in 
the Government's Autumn Statement 
which could threaten funding. 

The £16 million bypass and £12 mil¬ 
lion Huntingdon growth fund are 
emerging as the top two priorities for 
the Greater Cambridge Greater 
Peterborough local enterprise part¬ 
nership’s (LEP) next bid for 
Government money. 

But Adrian Cannard, the LEP’s strat¬ 
egy and planning director, said he is 
disappointed by the Government’s 
funding plans for the organisations 
across the country. 

No money will be made available for 
LEPs next year, with a much smaller 
pot available for the next three years 
before funding picks up again in 
2019/20. 

In a report to the county’s local 
transport body board, Mr Cannard 
wrote: “In many respects the entire 
LEP network was surprised and disap¬ 
pointed by the outcome of the Autumn

Statement.” 

He added the LEP had agreed to 
“express concern about the way this 
profile will limit growth and cause a 
backlog of infrastructure issues in a 
fast growing area and the clear north¬ 
ern bias contained in the Autumn 
Statement”, as well as exploring other 
means of funding projects. 

For Ely’s bypass, the LEP had asked 
the Government for £4 million in 
2015/16 - when there is now no fund¬ 
ing available - and £12 million in 
2016/17. 

Mr Cannard says this represents “a 


significant proportion of the national 
pot” of £164 million, which has to be 
shared between 39 LEPs nationally. 

The bypass received planning per¬ 
mission in the autumn and the plan is 
for it to be completed by November 
2016. 

James Palmer, leader of the district 
council, described the announcement 
as “frustrating” but is confident it will 
not have an effect on the delivery of 
the bypass. 

He added: “Ely’s bypass will be deliv¬ 
ered on time. Myself and everyone at 
both the district and the county coun¬ 
cil will do everything in our power to 
make that happen. 

“The county council is an authority 
with enormous assets - this is some¬ 
thing it may have to look at if all the 
funding cannot be provided to them.” 

Ian Bates, chairman of the county 
council’s economy and environment 
committee, said: “With partners, we 
will continue to fight for funding and 
strongly make the case to Government 
to secure the growth deal funding that 
we bid for, so that this top priority pro¬ 
ject can be delivered as planned by the 
end of 2016.”

Self-Assessment 

deadline: 

31 January 2015

If you haven’t yet submitted your 
2014 Self- Assessment tax return then 
now is the time to take action as the 
deadline for online filing is midnight 
on Saturday 31 January 2015. If your 
tax return is filed after this date HM 
Revenue & Customs will charge you a 
fixed penalty of £100, even if you do 
not owe any tax. 

Any tax due for the year ended 5 April 
2014 is also payable by midnight on 
Saturday 31 January 2015, as are the 
first payments on account for 2014/15, 
if you are required to make them. 
Interest will be charged on tax paid 
late. 

If your tax return is late and you incur 
a penalty you have the right to appeal 
but unless it was down to a serious 
event outside of your control then 
HMRC are likely to take a dim view on 
your plea. Last year, HMRC published 
a list of excuses made by taxpayers for 
late filing. On the list was a taxi driver 
who could not go upstairs to get his 
tax return due to having a bad back, 
a lady who could not concentrate after 
seeing a volcanic eruption on the news 
and a self-employed builder who said 
that his pet goldfish had died. Not 
surprisingly, HMRC did not consider 
these reasonable excuses and they all 
had to pay the £100!

Boxing Day drink 


drivers get bans 


TWO men have been banned from 
the wheel after they were caught 
drink driving on Boxing Day. 

Kavinder Atwal and Rimantas 
Gelzinis both pleaded guilty to driv¬ 
ing while intoxicated following the 
Christmas festivities. 

Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
heard that Atwal, 46, was pulled 
over in his silver Mercedes at around 
9pm after drinking two pints of 
Guinness while watching a football 
match at a pub. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, said: “He 
was unsteady on his feet and had 
bloodshot eyes as police spoke to 
him. 

“He was arrested and found to 
have 85 microgrammes of alcohol 
per 100 millilitres of breath.” 

Meanwhile earlier that day, 
Gelzinis was caught near his home

in Barway Road, Ely, after he was 
involved in a minor collision at 
Tesco. 

Mr Brown said: “There was no 
damage from the collision but the 
man involved was concerned that 
the driver smelt of alcohol. The 
police therefore stopped the vehicle 
they thought to be involved.” 

Gelzinis was found to have 43 
microgrammes of alcohol in his 
breath. The legal limit is 35. 

Speaking through a Lithuanian 
interpreter, the 49-year-old said: “I 
am very sorry for this offence. It’s 
not going to happen again.” 

Also, representing himself, Atwal, 
of Main Street, Little Downham, 
said he felt “deeply ashamed” of his 


actions. He said: “My wife was not 
very well and we had to call an 
ambulance on Christmas morning. 

“On Boxing Day, I was at my sis¬ 
ter’s shop and had no time to eat. 
After work I went to the pub to watch 
Arsenal. This was my first time to 
relax over Christmas. 

“I had two pints of Guinness. My 
wife then called to say she was not 
well again, so I left without eating.” 

Magistrates banned Atwal and 
Gelzinis from driving for 20 and 12 
months respectively. 

Inspector Mark Rogers, from the 
Cambs Road Policing Unit, said: “If 
you drink or take drugs before driv¬ 
ing your conscience cannot be clear. 

“You are putting the lives of inno¬ 
cent people in danger, not to men¬ 
tion the risk of a criminal convic¬ 
tion.” 


Rail passengers could be compensated for delays 


RAIL users who were affected by 
lengthy delays on the King’s Lynn 
to King’s Cross line at the weekend 
can apply for compensation. 

Passengers using the line, which 
passes through Littleport, Ely and 
Cambridge, faced misery for two 
consecutive days. 

On Saturday, King’s Cross station 
was closed all day after track 


replacement work overran from 
Boxing Day. 

Services from the Ely area 
terminated at London’s Finsbury 
Park station, which had to be 
closed after becoming 
overwhelmed by passengers. 

On Sunday afternoon, trains 
were then delayed for up to 40 
minutes by a signalling fault in the 


same area. 

A spokesman for Thameslink 
Great Northern, which runs trains 
between King’s Lynn and London, 
said passengers could apply for 
compensation if they were delayed 
by more than 30 minutes.

Inquest 
into death 
of cyclist 

AN inquest has been 
opened into the death of 
a cyclist who died 
following a collision with 
a 52-seater coach in 
Sutton. 

Graham Shaw, 29, of 
Kestrel Close, Hartford, 
was cycling towards 
Earith when he was in 
collision with the coach 
heading in the same 
direction. 

The tragic incident 
happened on December 
16 on the B1381, Chain 
Causeway, and saw 
emergency services, 
including the East 
Anglian Air Ambulance, 
attending. 

Mr Shaw suffered 
serious injuries and was 
taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge, 
but later died. The coach 
driver, a 46-year-old man 
from King’s Lynn, was 
not injured. 

An inquest into Mr 
Shaw’s death has been 
opened and adjourned 
by William Morris, senior 
coroner for North and 
East Cambridgeshire, 
pending further 
enquiries. 

The cause of death has 
provisionally been given 
as multiple traumatic 
injuries. Witnesses of the 
collision should call 
police on 101.

A BRAVE soldier mum who gave birth to 
identical twins on Christmas Day 
described it as “tougher than clearing 
roadside bombs” in Afghanistan. 

Maria Tolley, 28, of Upware, is a staff 
sergeant at the US Air Force base at 
Lakenheath and was among several 
proud parents who had babies at the 
Rosie Maternity Hospital in Cambridge on 
the big day. 

The new mum and husband Chris 
Tolley, 30, who is also a bomb disposal 
expert, were delighted with the arrival of 
daughters Willa, who weighed in at 51b 
7oz and was born at 5.20am, and Skye 
who was 41b 9oz and arrived a minute 
later. 

The couple have both completed tours 
in war-torn Iraq and Afghanistan risking 
their lives to clear bombs. 

Maria said: “It was a dramatic time and 
a tough labour. I had a seven-hour labour 
then it stopped and had another 17 hours 
labour without pain relief as I wanted a 
natural birth. Birthing was harder than 
clearing roadside bombs.” 

Gemma Hall, 36, and husband Andrew, 
30, of Station Road, Soham, had planned 
to have Christmas dinner at a pub but 
had to cancel at the last minute as it 
seemed baby Aaron-Jacob did not want 
to miss out on Santa. 

He arrived at 3.24am weighing 51b 
14oz. Andrew said: “Secretly I wanted 
him to be born on Christmas Day.”

Cineworid plans 
move a step closer

NEWS that plans have been sub¬ 
mitted to build a Cineworid leisure 
complex in Ely has created a buzz 
among local film lovers. 

Turnstone Estates revealed to Ely 
News that their plans for the new Ely 
Leisure Village - earmarked for land 
off the A10 Downham Road - have 
been lodged with East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 

If approved, the £16 million com¬ 
plex would boast a six-screen 
Cineworid cinema, four restaurants, 
including a Frankie and Benny’s, 
and further stand-alone restau¬ 
rants, including two drive-thru’s. 

Accompanying the development 
would be a new underpass provid¬ 
ing access for pedestrians and 
cyclists under the A10, highway 
improvements along Downham 
Road and improved access for the 
existing sports clubs.

surrounding areas” and Simon 
Sharpe said: “Ely needs this”. 

Tim Deacon, development direc¬ 
tor at Cambridge-based Turnstone 
Estates, said: “We are delighted to 
have submitted a planning applica¬ 
tion for the proposed Ely Leisure 
Village and hope that the planning 
committee is able to approve the 
proposed development. 

“At our public exhibition there was 
overwhelming support for our pro¬ 
posal. We have also listened to what 
local residents told us and made 
changes to the underpass and the 
proposed cycle access route. 

“The cinema and restaurants will 
enable Ely residents to have a meal 
out and see the latest films in state

“While I understand the 
financial predicament which 
the charity finds itself in, I 
hope it will reconsider its 
decision to close.” 

Cllr Palmer added: “I cannot 
believe that all the options 
have been explored to help. 

“I hope those who run Ely 
Soham Dial a Ride will agree 
to meet me so together we can 
help those who are most vul¬ 
nerable in our district.”

Threats claim 
was not true, 
court is told 


A WOMAN who falsely 
claimed a man had attacked 
and threatened to kill her 
has been handed a suspend¬ 
ed prison sentence. 

Katie Freeman-Smith, 25, 
called police on February 18 
and said that three days ear¬ 
lier the 26-year-old victim, 
who she claimed was her ex¬ 
partner, had called at her 
home in Elmside, Littleport. 

She said he had pushed past 
her friend who had answered 
the door and threatened her 
before grabbing her by the 
hair and slamming her head 
against the kitchen wall. 

Freeman-Smith then 
claimed he had threatened to 
kill her with a six-inch kitch¬ 
en knife before throwing it at 
her foot, causing a small 
gash. After he left she said she 
had gone to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital.

The victim was arrested on 
February 19 at his home out¬ 
side the county and taken to 
Parkside Police Station in 
Cambridge where he spent 
almost 24 hours in custody. 

Freeman-Smith was then 
able to gain emergency 
accommodation from other 
agencies by claiming she was 
the victim of ongoing domes¬ 
tic abuse. 

However, initial police 
investigations revealed 
Freeman-Smith had not been 
to Addenbrooke’s and when 
this was put to her she 
changed the hospital to 
Hinchingbrooke, and asked 
to withdraw the complaint. 

The victim was interviewed 
and said he was at home on 
the day of the alleged offence 


and denied ever being her 
boyfriend. 

Freeman-Smith pleaded 
guilty to perverting the 
course of justice in September 
and has now been given a 16 
month sentence suspended 
for two years at Cambridge 
Crown Court. 

A restraining order was also 
imposed, forbidding her from 
contacting the victim or 
making a false complaint 
about him to any public 
authority. 

PC Sam McMurrugh said: 
“We treat all allegations of 
domestic abuse, including 
harassment, very seriously. 

“In this case, Freeman- 
Smith had harassed the vic¬ 
tim over a period of time and 
then maliciously fabricated 
the story against him. She 
then used this false claim to 
gain advantage for herself.” 


Appeal launched after extension proposals are rejected

launched a planning appeal 
after proposals to extend 
their home were refused. 

Mr and Mrs Grady, of 
Meadowcroft, applied for

Kings Avenue: will you help? 

A MEETING between Cambridgeshire County 
Council Highways department, PCSOs, City, 
District and County Councils was held to 
discuss the issues raised about Kings Avenue. 

It was made clear that Kings Avenue was 
always intended to be the main route for HGVS 
rather than them using the narrow roads in 
City centre. Changing this is, apparently, not 
possible. 

The meeting agreed to look at what can be 
done about more laybys for parking, 
supplemented by some double yellow lines and 
installation of zebra crossings, but that the 
Highways could not do anything about this 
while Kings Avenue is not adopted. 

One main concern is speeding. The police 
representatives suggested that a 
Neighbourhood Speedwatch scheme could be 
set up by the residents of Kings Avenue. This 
would enable speeding motorists to be 
identified and for them to be warned. The 
meeting suggested that I should approach 
residents to see if any would come forward to 
operate such a scheme. I understand that it 
does require some formal training but that the

New Year message from The Very Reverend Mark Bonney, Dean of Ely 


THE New Year always 
brings with it that mixture 
of hope and frustration 
that is marked by the New 
Year’s resolution and almost 
inevitably the failure of the 
resolution. 

We very often make 
resolutions that focus on 
undoing the excesses of the 
previous few weeks' over-indulgence. 
But not many of us keep up the 
vowed exercise, restrained eating 
habits, changed patterns of behaviour 
or whatever good we had resolved 
to do. 

Every year we have bigger hopes 
for greater peace in the world, for 
a lessening of hunger and disease, 


but if looking back on the 
past year is anything to go 
by such hopes seem as far 
away as ever in so many 
parts of the world. It is 
understandable, with the 
rise of seemingly random 
and violent terrorist at¬ 
tacks, that many people are 
becoming more fearful and 
anxious. When we become fearful 
and anxious we so easily project that 
fear onto others who become scape¬ 
goats and we erect walls and barriers 
to keep them out. 

My biggest hope for 2015 is that we 
resist the pressure that comes from a 
number of directions to be afraid and 
anxious. Fear and anxiety so easily 


hardens our hearts and minds and 
lessens concern for those who are 
really in need of help. 

A major event of 2015 in the UK 
will be a General Election that at this 
stage is certainly hard to call; it's also 
absorbing as the political landscape 
shifts and changes. When we come 
to vote, and I hope we all will (some 
may be cynical of the political system, 
but democracy is a not something 
to take for granted), when we vote I 
hope that we will have the courage to 
assess not just what will be best for 
ourselves, but what will be best for 
others - and not just best for others 
in the UK but on as broad a canvass 
as possible. The challenge comes in 
voting, and it comes regularly too in 


our daily lives, when we know deep 
down that the action that will benefit 
others may well be the one that 
means some sacrifice for ourselves. It 
will only be when we have the grace 
and courage to make those sacrificial 
decisions on small individual ways 
that our greater hopes for peace, 
justice and reconciliation will even 
begin to happen. 

In the first letter of St John we read 
that 'perfect love casts out fear.' My 
hope and prayer for 2015 is that day 
by day we may all experience just a 
little bit more of that love that casts 
out fear, and that in our behaviours 
and relationships we may display 
love, and not fear.

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Farmer ‘gutted’ 
by theft of 16 
cows near Ely

A FARMER has been left 
thousands of pounds out of 
pocket by the theft of more 
than a dozen of his prized 
cattle. 

Chris Attle, who owns 
Redhill Farm in Cambridge 
Road, Stretham, discovered 
that 16 of his Hereford and 
Limousin-cross cows had 
been taken when he brought 
his herd in for a routine 
Tuberculosis (TB) test. 

He says the cows are worth 
at least £1,000 each - and that 
all of them are likely to be 
pregnant as they had been 
out grazing with a bull. 

Mr Attle, who has more 
than 200 cattle, said: 
“Whoever stole them was 
obviously well organised as 
moving and loading 16 cows 
onto a trailer isn’t light work. 

“One of our fields backs 
onto a lay-by on the A10, 
where there is a gate. The

gate was shut but the chain 
was off so we think that’s 
where they’ve been stolen 
from. 

“There’s no way the cows 
could have escaped. Besides, 
someone would have report¬ 
ed 16 large cows running 
loose by now.” 

Mr Attle reported the theft 
to police on December 6, 
although he said they could 


have been stolen any time 
from September. 

He said: “We check the cat¬ 
tle regularly but obviously 
it’s difficult when they’re all 
out grazing. 

“What’s happened is gut¬ 
ting. Each cow is worth at 
least £1,000, and it is likely 
that every one of them was 
pregnant as they had been 
out running with the bull. 

“They could have been sto¬ 
len for meat, for breeding, or 
to sell on but if I’m honest I 
wouldn’t be surprised if 
they’re in burgers by now.” 

Detective Constable Peter 
Ware said: “This is an unu¬ 
sual crime for our area, how¬ 
ever it has had a massive 
effect on the victim and their 
livelihood. 

“If you are approached 
about buying cheap meat 
from a non-registered butch¬ 
er, please contact the police 
or council. Call DC Ware on 
101 with any information.

Local police

PEOPLE caught behaving drunk 
and disorderly on East 
Cambridgeshire’s streets now 
have the option of undertaking a 
course. 

The three-hour course, which 
costs £45, will be offered to 
people as an alternative to a 
Penalty Notice for Disorder for an 
alcohol-related offence which 
carries a fine of £90. 

Staff from DrinkSense will 
challenge current behaviour and 
teach participants the potential 
long-term damage alcohol can 
have on their health, in particular 
binge-drinking, in a bid to 
encourage greater responsibility 
and change future behaviour. 

The new Alcohol Diversion 
Scheme has been set with funding 
from Cambridgeshire’s Police and 
Crime Commissioner, Sir Graham 
Bright, as part of his commitment 
to tackle alcohol-related incidents 
in the county. 

He said: “I am not against 
people enjoying themselves 
responsibly and safely, but 
drinking so much that you put 
yourself or others at risk of harm 
and become a drain on services, 
and the public purse which funds 
them, is no fun for anybody. 

“The diversion scheme will help 
people understand the harm that 
excessive drinking can have on 
them, and people nearby.”

Do they start looking for land they could cultivate 
legally? I suspect that's the future, that guerrilla 
gardening is part of a wider urban agriculture 
movement." 

The research found that the impact of guerrilla 
gardening on communities was mixed. 

"A small number were negative. They weren't 
consulted. They felt aggrieved that it was being 
done on land adjacent to their property. But the 
majority were very supportive. They could see the

change being positive, the land being used, being 
looked after a bit more." 

There are some areas where guerrilla garden¬ 
ing has really taken root and inspired and brought 
together the community, such as Todmorden, in 
Calderdale, West Yorkshire. 

"A small-scale guerrilla gardening move¬ 
ment was looking to make prettier what was a 
small industrial town. That grabbed everybody's 
consciousness and the movement took off, legal 
sites were found and it's really at the forefront of 
a legal urban agriculture movement which now 
comes under the label 'Incredible edible Todmor¬ 
den'. 

"It's made a significant difference, particularly 
in summer when the plants and the crops are 
much more visible. The place is greener, more 
interesting and is helping a lot in building a com¬ 
munity response as to what sort of opportunity 
we can make of derelict patches of land. 

"When the council found it was a positive thing 
rather than purely a case of illegal trespass, they 
got behind it." 


Guerrilla 

gardeners 


HOW would you feel if a piece of disused land or 
a neglected urban space, such as a grass verge or 
roundabout, was suddenly made into a productive 
veg patch or pretty flower field? 

Well, on the surface it might seem a no-brainer, 
but according to a recent study by university pro¬ 
fessor Peter Larkham, not everyone takes kindly to 
guerrilla gardeners cultivating 
land that they often do not 
have the legal right to use. 

Professor Larkham has 
now written a book, Informal 
Urban Agriculture: The Secret 
Lives Of Guerrilla Garden¬ 
ers (www.springer.com), in 
collaboration with his former 
PhD student Mike Hardman, 
in which they interview and 
observe groups of guerrilla 
gardeners in the Midlands, 
where a lively community has formed in recent 
years. 

Professor Larkham, associate head of Birming¬ 
ham City University's School of the Built Environ¬ 
ment, says: "Guerrilla gardening is an interna¬ 
tional phenomenon. Those involved take part for 
a number of reasons, from brightening up their 
neighbourhoods to using gardening as a form of 
political protest.

"The land they are targeting is quite varied. It 
seem to range from traffic roundabouts and road¬ 
side grass verges to bits of land that one planner 
once called SLOP - Space Left Over after Planning 
- to derelict sites, unused patches of land which 
are clearly in somebody's ownership but aren't in 
any sort of productive use. 

"In the book, we particularly 
focus on the guerrilla garden¬ 
ers who plant edible crops, 
investigating the reasons why 
they get involved - for some, it 
is more 'naughtiness' than the 
wider public health benefits 
that could result." 

He says it is not known 
how many guerrilla gardeners 
there are in this country - or 
how much land they cultivate 
- partly because the practice 
is illegal and partly because land ownership is so 
fragmented. But it has changed as social media 
has enabled individuals to link together to form 
small groups. 

The reaction of landowners to these guerrilla 
gardeners is usually negative, he observes. 

"They don't like their land being interfered 
with. What the guerrillas do can be quite varied.

“There’s an affinity there and 
although it’s a marketing cost 
to me we made a decision that 
it would be a good thing to do,” 
said Steve, “and we’ve done all 
sorts of bits and pieces - I’ve 
met the survivors and it’s really 
really the right thing to do. 

“It’s a brilliant charity, with 
an amazing wealth of medi¬ 
cal knowledge. It would be 
easy for this partnership to be 
misconstrued, but the com¬ 
mercial element is very much 
secondary.” 

The new XI will be put into 
use in “colder, icier weather”, 
enabling Magpas Helimedix 
teams to continue to bring 
A&E care, by land as well as 
by air, to patients with life¬ 
changing injuries in 
Cambridgeshire and the east 
of England.

THE new Q3 is rather a lot like the 
old one, writes Matt Kimberley. Has it 
moved on enough to keep it ahead of 
the competition? 

WHAT’S NEW?: To find the new bits 
on the 2015 Q3, you’11 need to look 
beneath the skin. There are some 
cosmetic updates, notably the 
upgraded headlights, but the new 
engines are where it’s at. 

The range of power units looks 
familiar but has had a barrel-full of 
tweaks, with 2.0-litre TDI diesels 
leading the charge. There are a cou¬ 
ple of petrol options, too, including a 
clever 1.4-litre new to the Q3, with 
cylinder deactivation technology to 
save fuel. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE: The new grille, 
which has a thick silver rim that also 
extends to meet the inside corners of 
the headlight clusters, is a bit less 
neat and classy than the old one, but 
entry-level SE models benefit from 
xenon headlights and LED daytime 
running lights instead of the old 
halogen combination. 

Standard full body-colour exterior 
trim means that the SE is only really 
marked by its 17-inch wheels. They 
don’t look racy, but they do help pro¬ 
vide a surprisingly plush ride. The 
Q3 has been a popular second family 
car, and its image is spot-on for par¬ 
ents looking for a small - but tall - 
premium motor to ferry the kids 
around with. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: The 
cabin actually feels quite compact, 
despite massive reserves of head- 
room and enough legroom to fit four 
adults of around six feet tall - just. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: The driving 


position is good, but it heavily 
favours people who want to sit as 
high as possible, at which point, the 
front of the roof starts to signifi¬ 
cantly cut off the upwards visibility 
at traffic lights. 

Although the biggest seller is likely 
to be the 181bhp diesel, the cheaper 
148bhp one is worth a look. It’s 
strong enough for most people, eco¬ 
nomical and comes with a manual 
gearbox, for those that prefer them. 
It’s also the cheapest for fuel and 
road tax, and it’s pleasantly refined 
in terms of noise and vibration. 

VALUE FOR MONEY: At £25,000+, 
the Q3 isn’t cheap and alternatives 
include hugely well-equipped diesel 
Golfs or even Passats, the super- 
spacious Octavia and Honda Civic 
estates, and even the impressive 
electric Kia Soul EV and Mercedes 
B-Class Electric Drive. It’s very solid 
and has a desirable badge, but 
there’s more space and lower run¬ 
ning costs on offer for the same 
price. 

WHO WOULD BUY ONE? 

Audi reckons that most Q3s will go 
to families as second cars, where the 
first is a large premium executive 
model like an A6 or A7 Sportback. It’s 
an excellent downsized, upscaled 
premium car that delivers the high 
driving position in tandem with 
solidity, class and an options list as 
long as the Nile.

Uncomplicated

Stanley header seals 
victory at Wroxham 


STEVE Fallon felt Soham’s 
win at Wroxham was fully- 
deserved after Luke Stanley 
snatched all three points in 
the dying minutes. 

It looked as if the Greens 
would have to settle for a 
share of the spoils against the 
Ryman League, North 
Division high-fliers as the 
match drew to a close. 

But Stanley was there to 
head home in added time, 
sealing a 3-2 win, and boss 
Fallon was in no doubt it was 
just reward for Soham. 

“We deserved it and I 
thought it was a very good 
performance from us,” said 
Fallon. 

“We defended well overall 
and we scored some good 
goals. 

“It was always going to be a 
tough game because 
Wroxham are a good side and 
have scored a lot of goals at 
home, so I was really pleased.” 

Soham made a bright start to 
the contest and eventually 
broke the deadlock in the 19th 
minute when Dan Brown 
finished from Matt Simpson’s 
ball across the face of goal. 

Simpson provided the assist 
for the second goal as well, 
which came on 35 minutes 


when Joey Abbs finished from 
close range. 

Wroxham rallied after the 
break and pulled one back 10 
minutes after the restart 
through Andrew Howell. 

And they were level midway 
through the half when Remy 
Gordon beat goalkeeper Enol 
Ordonez at his near post. 

Both sides went in search of 
the winner and it arrived for 
Soham in the closing stages 
when Abbs swung in a cross 
for Stanley to head home from 
six yards out. 

The win puts Soham back on 
the tails of the North Division 
play-off hopefuls and Fallon is 
looking for them to produce a 
similar showing when they 
host Dereham Town today. 

“We’re four points off fifth 
and we need to see if we can 
close that gap on those teams,” 
said Fallon. 

“Hopefully we can take the 
sort of form we showed in this 
game into the Dereham 
game.” 

The win over Wroxham also 
saw Soham named as one of 
five teams nominated for the 
Ryman League team of the 
week accolade. 

The winner will be 
announced tonight.

how he had performed. 

He said: “The other boy had had 
nine bouts and won three, but he 
was a good little opponent all 
round. 

“It was a fair decision because 
Mark boxed very well and I thought 
his fitness was very good. 

“I thought he won the first two 
rounds fairly easily, but the last 
one was quite close, which is why 
it was probably a split decision.” 

The Witchford club was also set 
to have Albert Smith and Archie 
Brown making their debuts as well 
as Mosey Buckley in action, but 
their contests fell through due to 
illness.
